SAIGON f AP) - A total of 51 


Americans were killed in com- 
bat last week in Indochina, the 
U.S. Command reported today. 
The toll was more than double 
the 24 killed the week before 
and the highest since last No- 
vember. 


Although only one of the 51 


Americans was killed inside 
Laos, in air operations, the rise 
in the number of U.S. deaths 
was attributed largely to the al- 
lied operation in the neighboring 
country. Some 9,000 American 
troops are operating in the 
northwest corner of South Viet- 
nam, backing up the South'Viet- 
namese troops who crossed into 
Laos, and the Americans have 
come under intermittent North 
Vietnamese attack. 


Despite the rise in the number 


of dead, the number of Ameri- 
cans wounded dropped to 217, 
which was 150 less than the 
week before. 


Another six Americans killed 


inside Laos in helicopter crash- 
es were listed on the weekly 
casualty summary as "miss- 
ing," due to delay in the recov- 
ery of their bodies and identifi- 
cation. They will be carried on 
some future summary as killed 
in action, a spokesman said. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported a steep increase in 
casualties of its forces, mainly 
due to the thrust into Laos and a 
parallel new drive into Cambo- 
dia. 


Headquarters said 478 South 


Vietnamese troops were killed 
and 1,159 were wounded last 
week, compared with 345 killed 
and 805 wounded the week be- 
fore. 


The two allied commands re- 


ported 1,908 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed last week, 
compared with 1,770 the week 
before.

Enemy May 
Be Switching 
Supply Routes

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pen- 


tagon sources say the North 
Vietnamese may be switching 
their main supply shipments 
through Laos to a route west of 
the primary Ho Chi Minn Trail 
now under ground attack by 
South Vietnamese troops. 


They said indications of in- 


creased truck traffic have been 
picked up by electronic sensors 
dropped from U.S. planes along 
Laotian Route 23, some 25 miles 
west of what has been the chief 
suppy 
road 
complex 
from 


North Vietnam for years. 


Senior Defense officials said 


after 
the South 
Vietnamese 


troops crossed the Laotian bor- 
der last week the North Viet- 
namese might be compelled to 
put more traffic on Route 23 if 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail was 
threatened or overrun. 


These officials said Hanoi has 


been reluctant to use Route 23 
because much of it lacks the 
heavy 
jungle canopy which 


shields the Ho Chi Minh Trail 
and other key roads from air 
observation. 


Eventually, the South Viet- 


namese are expected to try to 
cut Route 23, but so far the 
going has been slow in achiev- 
ing the original objective, the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail. 


In an operation code named 


"Igloo White," American jets 
have showered sensors along 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail for more 
than three years in a program 
which has cost more than $1.2 
billion, counting research and 
development. 


The sensors are made to look 


like jungle growth and, accord- 
ing to American experts, are 
very hard to find. 


Moving trucks automatically 


activate a sensor and the signal 
is sent to specially equipped air- 
craft and then relayed to ground 
stations where they feed into a 
computer. 


Trained analysts then can de- 


termine the number of trucks, 
their direction and speed. This 
information is fed to comma/ids 
and air attacks are mounted.

Reds Say N. 
Vietnam to 
Be Attacked

PARIS (AP) — Communist 


delegates to the peace talks 
charged today that President 
Nixon is preparing to attack 
North Vietnam and warned that 
this would threaten Red China. 


The United States said that 


the South Vietnamese incursion 
into Laos was a limited opera- 
tion and maintained no Ameri- 
can ground combat troops or 
advisers were involved. 


Xuan Thuy, head of the North 


Vietnamese 
delegation, 
told 


newsmen before the 103rd ses- 
sion that Nixon's statements at 
his news conference Wednesday 
"prove he will not negotiate se- 
riously but is hoping for a mili- 
tary victory ... He is preparing 
new military adventures against 
North Vietnam which would 
constitute a threat to the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China." 


U.S. Ambassador David K. E. 


Bruce told the meeting that 
"the United States has consist- 
ently sought to end the conflict 
in Indochina through negotia- 
tion." 


Bruce noted "a greater will- 


ingness" on the part of the Com- 
munists "to face up to the fact" 
of the war. 


The United States has tried 


for two years to get Hanoi and 
the Viet Cong to admit the pres- 
ence 
of 
North 
Vietnamese 


troops in South Vietnam. It has 
held that no progress can be 
made in the talks until this is 
done. 


Bruce said that after the last 


meeting, "one of your side's 
press spokesmen did not deny 
that North Vietnamese troops 
are present in Laos. Everyone 
knows they are in Cambodia 
and South Vietnam as well. 


"Your 
apparently 
greater 


willingness to face up to the fact 
is noted. I see no reason why we 
cannot now begin immediately 
to negotiate an agreed timetable 
for the complete withdrawal 
and return home of our men so 
that the people of Laos, Cambo- 
dia and South Vietnam can de- 
termine their future free of the 
presence of all outside forces."

Police Director Ralph Scott has 
relieved Maj. Melvin S. DeLong 
as commander of the depart- 
ment's Service Division, pur- 
portedly for actions "apparent- 
ly 
designed 
to 
undermine" 


Scott's authority. 


Scott confirmed today that he 


had relieved DeLong of his posi- 
tion but declined to discuss the 
reasons for the action, saying it 
was an "internal and adminis- 
trative matter." 


A copy of a confidential letter 


purportedly written by Scott to 
DeLong Feb. 10 relieving the 
major of his command was in 
circulation in the legislature this 
week, but Scott declined to con- 
firm whether he had written the 
letter. 


The letter said: "I have estab- 


lished to my complete satisfac- 
tion that you are responsible for 
the dissimulation 
of rumors, 


largely untrue, apparently de- 
signed to undermine my authori- 
ty as director. 


"This activity in my judg- 


ment, represents the ultimate 
disloyalty since it is designed 
to have an adverse effect upon 
the efficiency of this depart- 
ment." 


The letter said DeLong also 


was relieved of his responsibili- 
ties as legislative liaison repre-

sentai've of the State Police. 


Scctt said Lt. Col. William C. 


Miller, assistant director, would 
assume the legislative function. 
Maj. W. C. Struebing was desig- 
nated as commander of the Ser- 
vices Division. Scott said he 
had named DeLong as com- 
mander of the Services Division 
in June or July 1970 when the 
director established the division 
as part of the over-all reorgani- 
zation of the department. 


Scott said today that he had 


named DeLong head of research 
and planning, a newly created 
function 
in the 
department, 


which Scott said was "a very 
necessary position." 


He said there was no police 


agency in the nation the size of 
the State Police that did not have 
a similar function. 


Scott's relieving of DeLong 


could have repercussions in the 
legislature, according to one 
legislator who did not want to 
be named. The legislator said 
the matter might cause the leg- 
islature to withhold action on 
the State Police appropriation.

The 
figures for both 1969 and 1970 will 
be detailed in the Company's 
1970 annual report and certified 
by its auditors. 


Credit costs in 1969 amounted 


to $102 million, including interest 
of 
$44 million 
to finance 


customer receivables; provision 
for bad debts totalling $16 
million, and $42 million to ad- 
minister 
customer 
credit 


through the firm's 11 regional 
credit offices. 


On the other hand, the Com- 


pany collected $79 million in 
service charge revenues on 
customer receivables. 


None of the figures listed in- 


cluded "in-store" credit costs— 
the people who handle inquiries 
and 
applications, 
receive 


payments, and check credit 
limits— and the extra clerical 
expenses incurred in credit 
transactions. 


Axelson pointed out that the 


net cost of credit in 1969 of $23 
million was equal to 1.6 per cent 
of total credit sales. In 1968, 
before the dramatic increase in 
interest rates, Penney's net cost 
of credit was $8 million, or 0.7 per 
cent of credit sales. While final 
figures are not available yet, 
Axelson estimated that net credit 
costs for fiscal 1970 which ended 
Jan. 30 will be close, to those of 
1969.

Earlier in the pro- 
gram there were excerpts from 
the Rev. Daniel Berrigan's off- 
Broadway play, "Trial of the 
Catonsville Nine." 


This week's edition leaned on 


the sober side and some of the 
attempted humor was pretty 
fuzzy. A tongue-in-cheek assault 
on sugar-coated cereals includ- 
ed an admonition to children to 
avoid nutritious breakfasts "be- 
cause you've nothing to lose but 
your teeth." 


The introduction of freshman 


U.S. Rep. Louise Day Hicks of 
Massachusetts 
consisted 
of 


playing the old Chevalier song, 
"Louise," suggesting some sat- 
ire was in the offing. Then Mrs. 
Hicks was permitted to make a 
speech about school integration, 
busing and the Communist men- 
ace—all very serious.

curb inflation, has new evidence 
gentle persuasion has failed to 
change the direction of most 
economic indicators.

Families tucked away 7 per 


cent of their disposable income 
last year and experts in the 
field say passbook interest rates 
should hold constant at 4V& to 5 
per cent in the months ahead. 


"I don't think the ceilings are 


going to come down," said Pres- 
ton Martin, chairman of the

Board. "We're not as a board 
considering any such move at 
this time." 


Nixon's standard response to 


bad fiscal news until lately has 
been to predict his expansionary 
policies plus voluntary anti-in- 
flation moves by labor and in- 
dustry would bring the economy 
into line.

the Gross National Product this 
year to revive the economy and 
hold his fiscal 1971-72 federal 
deficit to about $30 billion. 


Secretary of Treasury John B. 


Connally asked the House Ways 
and Means Committee Wednes- 
day to boost the federal debt 
limit by $40 billion—biggest sin- 
gle increase since World War II 
to a new high of $435 billion. 


Connally said that should keep 


the treasury's red-ink ledgers 
within bounds through June 30, 
1972. "We'll be back here before 
the 1972 election, even if you ap- 
prove the whole rise," he added.

tol Hill, Secretary of Commerce 
Maurice H. Stans told the Sen- 
ate-House Economic Committee 
his department's forecast of the 
GNP rise does not agree with 
the administration's.

Wooldridge, five other past or 


present Army sergeants, two ci- 
vilians and a firm owned by 
Wooldridge and four of the oth- 
ers were indicted by a federal 
grartd jury in Los Angeles on 
charges they conspired between 
1965 and 1969 to defraud non- 
commissioned officers' clubs in 
Vietnam. 


Testimony in the subcommit- 


tee's 1969 investigation of 
Wooldridge, sergeant major of 
the Army from 1966 to 1968 but 
stripped of a high medal and 
command responsibilities dur- 
ing the probe, painted a picture 
of widespread payoffs, kick- 
backs and stealing among the 
sergeants who ran the NCO 
clubs. Wooldridge currently is 
sergeant major at the White 
Sands missile range in New 
Mexico. 


Wednesday's testimony cen- 


tered around 52-year-old Wil- 
liam J. Crum, an American 
businessman who allegedly par-

In the 20- 
to-24 age group, two-thirds 
of the wives were employed. 
Even of those with children, 
more than half worked. 


At least partly r e s p o n - 


sible, economist Howard V. 
Hayghe seems to suggest, is 
the" new flexibility in family 
planning given to women by 
The Pill. He attributed part 
of the employment pattern 
to "a rise in the proportion of 
young wives who are postpon- 
ing having their first child." 


However, it's not only the 


younger women who are on 
the increase in the work 
force, and among the older 
age groups the proportion 
of full-time, all-year workers 
increases. Only about 40 per 
cent of the working wives 
under 25 are employed full- 
time. In the 25-to-44 age 
group the percentage rises 
to 52. and in the 45-to-64 
group its shoots up to two- 
thirds. 


It's becoming part of a 


standard pattern, obviously, 
for women to settle into reg- 
ular employment once chil- 
dren are through school and 
out of the home. 


The incentive for younger 


w i v e s to supplement the 
family income is often, says 
H a y g h e , a desire "to set 
aside funds for such pur- 
poses as buying a home and 
for educating children." 


There's no explanation 


offered for the pronounced 
r e t u r n-to-work p a t t e r n 
among older women but it's 
not hard to guess at. All 
studies of family economic 
behavior show three princi- 
pal motivations behind most 
savings and investment pro- 
grams—funds for a home, 
for education of the chil- 
dren and for retirement. 


One easily drawn conclu- 


sion is that the steadily ris- 
ing costs of living are be- 
hind it all. Houses and col- 
lege educations are rapidly 
being priced out of reach 
for many families. Only a 
second income makes them 
possible. 


But there is probably a 


second influence, almost as 
strong. It's .what obsejyers; 
-of -American society Tiave 
called the climate of rising 
expectations. People expect 
more, of themselves and for 
themselves, than did an ear- 
lier generation.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — The 


television special, long a device 
to relieve the tedium of weekly 
series, appears beset by a 
recessive economy and the dic- 
tates of the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission. 


At a New York Forum two 


weeks ago the 
programming 


chiefs of all three networks 
agreed that 1971-72 will bring 
fewer specials than previous 
seasons. 


This trend already had been 


predicted by observers of the 
television scene. A principal 
reason is the order by the FCC 
for all networks to cut back to 
three hours of prime-time pro- 
gramming per night. 


NBC, 
which introduced the 


special in 1954—it was called 
"spectacular" then—and has 
led the field since, admits that it 
will have to cut down presenta- 
tions of nonseries programs. 


"The reason we will have few- 


er next year," says William 
Storke, vice president for spe- 
cials, "is the purely mechanical 
problem of the compression of 
time. We plan to have as many 
diverse specials as possible and 
we're still committed to being 
number-one-trr the-fieW:-Butane'~ 
accordion schedule simply can't 
digest 100 specials, as NBC pre- 
sented this season." 


ABC expects to present about 


25 specials next season, approxi- 
mately the same as during 
1970-71. CBS, which also aired 
about 25, would make no predic- 
tion. But CBS programming 
chief Fred Silver-man indicated 
there would be fewer specials, 
as well as less experimentation 
in all programing because of the 
shorter prime time schedule. 


Economics also have been 


hurting the special. 


Item: The April 15 Oscar cer- 


emonies, generally one of the 
highest-rated shows of the year, 
still is only one-third sponsored. 
Texaco has bought a third, but 
other sponsors are balking at 
the price tag: $166,000 per min- 
ute. 


Item: The March 28 Tony 


awards, which also draw a 
large audience, is only half-sold. 
Says ABC's nighttime program- 
ing chief, Edwin Vane: "This is 
the 25 anniversary of the Tony 
awards, and Alexander Cohen, 
the producer, has promised to 
present all the past winners who 
are available. Ordinarily that 
kind of show would be easy to 
sell. But not this year." 
Specials offer little profit, yet 


all networks maintain varying 
degrees of enthusiasm for them. 
The motives: 


1. Specials lend diversity to 


programing, answering critics 
who bewail the steady diet of 
situation comedies, cops-and- 
robbers and horse operas. 


2. Specials can provide high 


points for the ratings race, 
which all the networks remain 
aware of. A few high-rated spe- 
cials can win the week for a net- 
work. 


3. Specials can act as pilot 


programs for potential series. 
ABC thus tried out shows star- 
ring Johnny Cash, Tom Jones 
and Engleburt Humperdinck, 
and is offering another special 
with Diana Ross as a series 
hopeful. 


•J. Specials often take top hon- 


ors in the Emmies and other 
awards and so lend prestige to 
the networks. 


For these reasons, the special 


will no doubt prevail.

The Woman's Edge 
In Food Business

What about Women's Lib 


and the food business? 


"I'm not optimistic that it 


will bring c h a n g e s . My 
theory is—if you can't beat 
the system, you don't have 
to join it. But you can out- 
smart it. That's what I did," 
Ruth Lundgren says. For 20 
years she has headed her 
own successful business of 
consumer food education. 


"I'm in a profession where 


the best of jobs usually go to 
men. But I felt I had an ad- 
vantage in my field. I had 
something the boys didn't 
have. I knew what it meant 
to be a woman." 


Her job is to close the 


communication gap between 
food producer and the house- 
wife. 


"Don't tell me this is the 


first age of new foods. There 
have always been new foods. 
Two decades ago, I started 
American housewives eat- 
ing South African lobster 
tails. At first, that was a 
rough assignment. Women 
didn't know a b o u t them. 
They had to be shown. So I 
set about s h o w i n g them. 
Sales have jumped from a 
million pounds a year to 40 
million p o u n d s last year. 
You see what consumer edu- 
cation can do," she says. 


She expects to do the same 


with frozen South African 
whiting, the sweet and most 
delicate fish. 


A widow for six years, she 


has two sons, aged 14 and 16, 
a home in Long Island, and a 
small yacht. 


"I always have been a ca- 


reer woman. I am convinced 
that the working mother is 
usually b e t t e r organized, 
more disciplined, more used 
to e s t a b l i s h i n g realistic 
deadlines. These habits rub 
off 
on her children," she 


says, adding: 


"But I don't feel a woman 


has the right to neglect her 
children. If she can't ar- 
range for a competent per- 
son to be responsible 
for 


them while she is at work, 
then she must forego her ca- 
reer until she can. But, for- 
tunately, I have had a won- 
derful h o u s e k e e p e r for 
years." 


She believes women can 


pick up their professions 
later in life without penalty. 
But they must be willing to 
put into the job as much as 
the men they are working 
with. 


Miss L u n d g r e n always 


tries to be rational in her 
dealings at the office and at 
home. 


•'But, if speaking softly is 


impossible, then I believe in 
shouting rather than sulk- 
ing," she confesses. 


"In this age of specializa- 


tion, I am convinced there 
are some areas of interest in.v 
'which women can perform 
better than men. Simply be- 
cause they are women, not 
in spite of it," she states. 


She and her sons are com- 


pletely water-oriented and 
she is a contributing editor 
of Motor Boating and Sailing 
magazine.

Egypt Will 
Comply If 
Israel Does 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Egypt has informed U.N. en- 


voy Gunnar V. Jarring that it 
will pledge compliance with the 
Security Council's 1967 resolu- 
tion on the Middle East if Israel 
does likewise, Cairo's authorita- 
tive newspaper Al Ahram re- 
ported today. 


The reply to last week's peace 


initiative by Jarring urged him 
to obtain from Israel a pledge to 
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"discharge the obligations con- 
tained in the resolution," Al Ah- 
ram said. It listed them as Is- 
raeli withdrawal from all terri- 
tory occupied in the 1967 war, 
"a just solution to the Palestini- 
an problem" and a formal dec- 
laration renouncing the use of 
force, territorial occupation and 
expansionism. 


The note agreed to provide 


Jarring a declaration of Egypt's 
intentions 
and 
promised 
a 


pledge "to uphold responsibili- 
ties stemming from the execu- 
tion of the resolution" if the 
promise were obtained from Is- 
rael, according to the semioffi- 
cial newspaper. 


Jarring's proposals asked for 


declarations of intent from Is- 
rael. Egypt and Jordan, holding 
indirect peace talks via him at 
the 
United Nations in New 


York, and asked their views on 
how to bring peace to the re- 
gion. It also gave the Swedish 
diplomat's ideas on a satisfacto- 
ry settlement, which is under- 
stood to include Israeli with- 
drawal from the Suez Canal and 
the Sinai peninsula and station- 
ing of U.N. soldiers at Sharm el 
Sheikh, at the foot of the Sinai, 
to safeguard Israeli shipping in 
the Gulf of Aqaba and the Strait 
of Tiran. 


Passed on Nov. 22, 1967, five 


months after the six-day war. 
the Security Council resolution 
pr. >ides for Arab recognition of 
Israel's right to exist within 
"secure and recognized bounda- 
ries:" an end to Arab belliger- 
ence: Israeli navigation rights 
in the Gulf of Aqaba and the 
Suez canal: a just solution to 
the problem of Palestinians dis- 
placed when Israel was estab- 
lished in 1948; and Israeli with- 
drawal from the occupied terri- 
tories. 


The Israelis have made clear 


that they plan to retain some of 
the occupied territory and have 
refused to withdraw at all with- 
out a peace treaty. 


Ark/o Admits 
Selling Gas 
fo Others 
LITTLE ROCK (API - In- 


dustrial customers of .Arkansas 
Louisiana 
Gas 
Co.

Tuesday that during 1970 while 
Arkla curtailed delivery of gas 
to in-state customers, the utili- 
ty sold billions of cubic feet of 
gas to out-of-state gas com- 
panies for re-sale purposes. 


The statement was made be- 


fore the state Public Service 
Commission. 


B. E. Harrell. Arkla vice 


president for gas supply and 
industrial sales, admitted that 
Arkla had sold more than 4 bil- 
lion cubic feet of gas to the 
Mississippi River Transmission 
Corp. which in turn sold the 
fuel to customers in Missouri. 


Harrell said that Arkla felt 


obligated to sell the gas to the 
out-of-state firm because many 
times Mississippi River Trans- 
mission 
had 
supplied 
Arkla 


with gas for use in East Ar- 
kansas. 


He also said that the firm 


had assured Arkla that the gas 
was being used only for human 
needs customers. 


The Public Service Commis- 
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si on has been conducting hear- 
ings to determine whether the 
commission should void Arkla'9 
existing long - term contracts 
with about 60 industrial cus- 
tomers. Arkla contends that be- 
cause of a current gas short- 
age, more money is needed 
from industrial customers to fi- 
nance construction of a pipeline 
into the Anadarko Basin in 
western 
Oklahoma 
and 
the 


Texas Panhandle.

Many U.S. 
Citizens 
Jailed Abroad 


By VERN HAUGLAND

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


State- Department says 1,100 
Americans are in jail abroad, 
more than 700 of them on drug 
charges, and there is little that 
can be done for them. 


When a U.S. citizen is picked 


up by police in a foreign coun- 
try, the consul visits him in jail, 
helps him obtain a lawyer and 
communicate with his family, 
may attend the trial and trys to 
insure fair treatment, said Bar- 
bara M. Watson, administrator 
of the Bureau of Security and 
Consular Affairs. 


"This does not mean fair 


Aatm&in By American due- 
process standards, but rather 
by a somewhat vague standard 
of accepted international prac- 
tice," she told the International 
Aviation Club Tuesday. 


"Many Americans seem to be- 


lieve that because they are 
Americans they should be im- 
mune from arrest when they 
violate a foreign law, particu- 
larly when there is no similar 
law in this country," Miss Wat- 
son said. 


"They are often surprised to 


learn that very likely they will 
not be entitled to a trial by jury, 
or to confront witnesses against 
them or to exercise various oth- 
er rights that are basic under 
our legal system. 


"The 
American 
who runs 


afoul of the law while abroad 
may well find himself detained 
for many months without bail 
while his case is being investi- 
gated 
and 
before 
formal 


charges are lodged. 


"On the other hand, once the 


investigation is completed he 
may well find that his trial is 
much too speedy for his taste. 


"He may have only a few 


days to prepare his defense. His 
trial will rarely last more than 
one day, and any appeal he 
takes will probably be decided 
within the week."
